Brc-txius brothers of The victim, both residing in this city t<!ling 
of ihe accident. They started late Friday night in an automobile 
for Akron. 


According to an Akron dispatch the aeetdent occurred eight 


miles north of that city on the Northern Ohio Traction line when 
two limited cars, one from Akron the other from t'anio;i. collid- 
ed. 


Bretzius in company with a youth named Jenkins, of Akron, 


was standing on Th.e rear end of the 
first 
limited 
which 
left 


Akron. AVhen the car stopped on a curve and at the bottom of a 
steep grade the other limited ear was bui a short distance behind 
Traveling at a high rate of speed the second car crashed into the 
first. Bretzius and his companion were unable to escape and both 
were terribly injured. 


Trolley Pole Brealss 


The ears left Akron for Cleve- 


land at about 7:80 o'clock Friday 
morning, one following the other 
closely. Bretzius with 
a crowd 


was on his way to attend the ball 
game in Cleveland.

Wilson Will Urge Congress to Help 


Solve Flood Problems. 


Washington. May 30.—Although in- 


formation has been given out at the 
war department that the report of the 
special board of army engineers who 
have been investigating flood condi- 
tions in Ohio and Indiana would not 
recommend federal aid in the solu- 
tion of purely local problems, nor ad- 
vise 
participation 
by 
the 
Unite*! 


States in the working out of plans for 
flood prevention in the Ohio tribu- 
taries. President \VHson declared that 
this would not affect his purpose to 
suggest to congress co-operation be- 
tween the federal and state govern- 
ments. 
He said the board's report, 


whatever it may be. is a separate 
matter, and that its failure to go into 
Use locai probleii's, should such be 
the case, would not extend a helping 
hand to Ohio and Indiana in the pre- 
\ention of floods. He is not ready to 
announce upon what lines plans are 
proceeding. 


The information was secured by the 


war 
department 
that 
the special 


board of engineers would advise all 
cities and touns affected by the re- 
cent floods to employ local engineers, 
especially those skilled in hydraulics, 
io work out their local problems, such 
*.- the straightening of streams, the 
\-.. Iding of dikes and levees and the 
rebuilding of bridges. 


The war department will furnish 


each locality with statistical data as 
to how much water may be expected 
in limes of stress and what the re- 
quirements then will be. The depar*- 
ment on its own initiative will not at- 
tempt to solxe local questions, it was 
said.
